THE SUNDAY FIRE. 


Escape of Mrs. W. O. Fearn from a Dread- 


ful Fate. 


The alarm of fire on Sunday was caused 


by an explosion in a storage room on the 
second floor of the brick dwelling occu- 
pied by Mrs. M. O. Fearn, nt 318 North 
Church street. Her son, W. CL Fearn, 
had gone into the email room and started 
a fire in a gasoline stove to warm some 
water for shaving purposes.

The transom over the door 
was blown oil and one of the window 
shutters was jerked oil, while the shock 
was felt by all within the house, above 
and below. Mrs. Fearn's clothing caught 
fire in several places; and she ran out into 
the large room screaming. Mr. W. O. 
Taylor and wife have rooms on the sec- 
ond floor. They and Mr. Lacey heard 
the cries, and all ran out to the rescue of 
Mrs. Foam. Mr. Taylor threw his coat 
about her und Mr. Lacy took another off 
a hat rack. • They tried to smother the 
tlnmee and hold her, but in her fright she 
broke loose and ran down stairs, where 
her mother and Mrs. D. C. Shockley, her 
aunt, caught her, and with the aid of gar- 
ments and bed-clothing, smothered the 
burning clothing and rescxied the young 
wife and mother from a dreadful fate. 
Nearly all of her outside clothing was 
burnt off her, but fortunately the under- 
clothing, was not burned except at one 
place near the right hip. Both of her 
wrists were burned seriously as was also 
a port of her face about the chin. She 
was at once attended by n physician and 
the examination showed that the patient 
had not inhaled any of the Cre, and there- 
fore no internal injuries werp received. 
She was unable to sleep until 2 o'clock 
th:1) mornjug, and to-day she ia resting 
comfortably.

Hero I am among the Andes. I could 


not leave Santiago -^yithout visiting the 
celebrated Baths of Cauquedes, tbc first 
syllable of which word must be pro- 
nouaoed like our English word "cow." 
At eight o'clock on a lino morning- 
how often journeys begin on fine morn- 
ings!—I lef1; by the railway, and at 
11?15 we stopped to breakfast, and very 
badly, 
at Kancdgua. 
The Chilians 


seemed to me to think more about 
gourds and tunay than about good meat. 
In our two-honrs-and-a-quarter journey 
we passed through ruuch cultivation by 
irrigation, conducted from the many 
mountain streams. 
TheYe was much 


cattle, and 
mauv 
horses were to 


bo seen 
scattered over 
tne 
coun- 


try, and some of these last were curi- 
ously occupied in wading xip the shal- 
low courses oi tho water in search of 
some plant growing at tho bottom, 
which they spied through the crystal 
liquid from time to time and then 
ducked their heads to pick up great 
mouthfuls of it. 
Dry mud wiJls and 


houses appear on all sides, and the dust 
was abundant indeed. 
The corn bar- 


rest was going _on. and the wheat was 
being thrashed out on the thrashing- 
iloor 
with 
horses. 
Round 
stones 


abounded 
everywhere, showing how 


the districts have been coursed by huge 
waters. The people looked rude and 
free; they wore ponchos, and goiterwas 
visible on many throats, the result (asin 
Switzerland) of drinking snow-water. 


When we ctime to the station for Gau- 


qucdes, 1 took the • cocho' for the baths 
— a distance of seven leagues, which oc- 
cupied us some two hours and a half, 
with one change of horses. 
The teams 


consisted of four, and these were caught 
out grazing on thu spot, anil harnessed 
before our eyes. They were excellent 
animals, though rough, and were har- 
nessed abreast. 
Our pace was excel- 


lent, but there was much delay beforo 
_st.'irting. and the same at the change. 
"The duit was frightful, as it is all over 
such parts of Chili as I have visited; 
tho nuisance of it may be compared 
with that of the vile coal smoke ou their 
railways; this hist being a perfect poison 
iu their magr.iliccnt air. 
At last wo 


came to the baths, finely situated on 
tho Cachapoal Hivcr, wfih dry mount- 
ains and the oactus all round. 
The 


spot is extremely rocky aud pictur- 
esque, and from the garden of the estab- 
lishment the views are grand; one's im- 
pressions being enhanced by the sense 
that it is the huge range of tho Andes 
and no mere holiday river-rocks that are 
before you. 
Tho long backbone of the 


stream, as it \\iuds its 
long way 


down 
from 
Die 
Grand 
Cordillera, 


it 
particularly 
imposing. 
Tho 
tor- 


rent 
rushes 
by 
tho 
baths 


through a deep mountain gorge; all is 
on a grand .scale. The establishment is 
built in two principal quadrangles, with 
pleasant, shady walks round. There 
nro three springs—-cold, tepid, and hot; 
and there arc two properties in the 
water—sulphurous 
and 
chalybeate. 


The baths arc well frequented ami well 
conducted. 
The grand range is not 


visible from the baths themselves, but 
by mounting a rugged rock, after cross- 
ing a sudiciuutly impressive and danc- 
ing suspension 'bridge, the glorious as- 
piring peaks appear on tho horizon. 
The colors on them of the sunsets aro 
surpassing: and as you look upon tho 
west side of the range those shine full 
and uninterrupted. Kvcn these districts 
arc not free from shocks of earthquakes. 
I wns startled at night by the shaking 
of my bed, and ou waking and 
in- 


stinctively calling out: "Quicn cs?'' ro- 
ceivod no answer 
Then the city clock 


tolled two; and 1 knew that I had felt 
an earthquake; and tho next day's 
paper gave the following short notice 
in Spanish, which I translate: "La3t 
night, shortly before two, a r-iild shock 
of earthquake was felt.'* 
JS~o harm to 


any one this time—and hero I am again 
at "Santiago.—Cor. London Graphic.

mutton for a given outlay ot food and 
time. 
Since tno 
2'nlnmi. called at- 


tention to the gross wastefulness of the 
old system a lar«o number of newspa- 
pers have followed its example. The 
Cleveland IleraW says on this subject: 
"If it ever comes down to a genuine 
beef, not a carcass ol fat. there is a 
bhow that tho Devons will work thorn- 
selves up to the point. 
Those \\ho saw 


the beeves after dressing at Chicago 
would hardly select a roast or round 
from one of them; the fat was .so great 
that there was a great waste in the pur- 
chased beef. 
We need a beet animal 


something like tho hog of a few years 
lincc, a streak ot lean and a streak of 
fat. 
The citizen docs uot want to buy 


tallow ho cannot cat, but to get a wood 
streak of lean he must buy the fat." 


Tho movement in the direction of tho 


production of mutton uu_d beef, tender 
and juicy, yet free from masses of tal- 
low, may 
be hastened by 
offering 


special premiums, valuable enough to 
be worth competing for, to breeders 
who sh.dl at the fat-stock shows ex-' 
hibit those sheep and beeves which, 
when stripped of all superfluous faf. 
shall show tho greatest quantity and 
most nutritious rind palatable quality of 
flesh for the food and time given, 
it is 


uot altogether unlikely that this would 
bring into greater 
prominence than 


they havo ever enjoyed breeds of stock 
not now_gcuerally recognized as profit- 
able meat-producing animald. 
What- 


ever else might come from this,. the 
consumer of meat would bo tickled in 
taste and benefited in purse if not in 
health —Chicago Trtlrme.

LAST Tuesday was the anniversary 


of the inauguration of the protective- 
tariff system in the United States. 
The first act to levy duties on United 
Status imports was proposed by 
James Madison on the 8th day of 
April, 1789. 
Thenceforth, the de- 


velopment and history of the system, 
briefly outlined, have been as follows: 


From 1789 to 1804 there was a 


constant increase in the tariff, but, 
just as a greater freedom of trade 
was beginning, the war with ^ngland 
in 1812 added. 100 per cent, to all 
duties. 
At first the North was for 


free trade, believing that thus great- 
er gain would accrue to (hoir carry- 
ing trade, and the South upheld pro- 
tection, because they were the chief 
producers and wished to keep out 
foreign rivals; but by ISJiO they hnd 
chnngfd places—th" South lighting 
for frt'e trade, uuder Onlhoun, and 
the North, uuder Daniel Wobstpr, 
for protection. 
A compromise bill, 


by Henry Clay, in 1833, reconciltd 
the two parties, aud until 18-il there 
was a gradual reduction. 
Owing to 


the intiueneo of Pennsylvania, a high 
Uriff followed till 1847, when Walk- 
er's low tariff bill brought dutiob 
down to a very low point. 
The civil 


war of 1801-5 brought an immense 
increase, which doubled the tariff, 
and since its close there has been 
little change. 
Since 1800 the lle- 


publican p«rty has, generally speak- 
ing, advocated protection, and the 
Democrats free trade or a tariff for 
revenue' only.
